Canada Leading the Nations 


Archdeacon Maddin, of Liverpool, 
spoke of Canada os leading among 
the nations in temperance, sobriety 
and chastity, and said Nova Scotia 
was in the most favorable position of 
any province in Canada, He though 
this was due to the Puritan blood in 
our veins. Another force which has 
brought this happy result is to ‘oe 
found in the text-books used in the 
schools. The Canadian provinces are 
twenty years in advance of the Eng- 
lish cities in this way. The social ad- 
vantages of tempefance appeal strong- 
ly to the workingman as they could 
not have done twenty years ago. He 
referred to the cheering facts, - ‘as 
shown by the stat stics of the tem- 
perance progress in England. Here in 
Canada the people were ahead of 
England in these matters, and he 
could see a distinct bend toward to- 
tal prohibition. He referred in par- 
ticular, as did Mr. Hoyles, to the ad- 
vanced legislation in Nova Scotia. 
Prohibition is not-yet in sight in 
any part of England, though. much 
has been done in Liverpool and other 
large cities.'.They had problems there 
to face that were absent here.

Bishop Lawrence, of Massachusetts, 
said Canada should turn her eyes to 
the west.
